President McKinley, the idol of 
the American people, the nation’s 
chief executive and honored guest, 
lies prostrate, suffering the pangs 
inflicted to the bullets of a coward-. 
ly assassin while his life hangs in 
balanee. Out on Delaware avenue 
at the home of John G. Milburn, 
president of the Pan-American Ex- 
position, with tearful face and heart- 
torn by conflicting hopes and fears, 
sits the faithful wife whose deyo- 
tion is known to all the nation, ~ 

It was a few moments after 4 p. 
m. while President McKinley was 
holding a public reception in the 
great Temple of Music on the Pan- 
American grounds that the coward- 
ly attack was made,with what suc- 
cess time alone can tell. Standing 
in the midst of crowds, number-! 
ing thousands, surrounded by every 
evidence of good will, pressed by a’ 
motley throng of Polyglot people. 
showered with expressions of love 
and loyalty, besieged by multitude: 
all eager to clasp his hand; amids 
these surroundings and with the 
ever-recuring plaudits of an admirs 
ing army of sightseers ringing it 
his ears, the blow fell and in an ins, 
stant, pleasure gave way to pain, 
admiration to agony; folly turn 
to fury, and pandemonium follow 


It was shortly after 4 p. m. whe 
one of the throng which surroun 
ed the presidential party, a mediu 
sized man of ordinary appearance 
and plainly dressed in black, ap- 
proached as if to greet the presi 
dent. Both Secretary Cortelon aul 
President Milburn noticed that one 
of the man’s hands was sw in 
a bandage or handkereh 
reports of bystandors ‘differ’ 
which hand. He worked his way 
amid the stream of people up to 
the edge of the dais until he was 
within two feet of the President. 

President McKinley smiled, 
bowed and extended his hand in 
that spirit of geniality the Ameri-

Sir,—I beg to acknowledge re- 


ceipt of your letter of August 23rd. 
The question of the possible ship- 
ment of oats from Alberta to South 


Africa is under consideration and 
I have already obtained 
the necessary information from the 
railway people regarding transpor- 
tation, and expect to have the in- 
formation in about a week regard- 
ing the probable cost of ocean 
transportion from Vancouver to 
Cape Town. 

So far I have not been able to 
learn of any steamers willing to 
take up that traffic. 

In the meantime you may rely 
on our Department doing every- 
thing possible to help the farmers 
inAlberta to find an outlet for their 
oats to South Africa or otherwise.

Suitable For a Small Number of 
Cows—Contains Two Pits, 

The plans here shown are from 
Hoard’s Dairyman and represent a rec. 
tangular silo with two pits suitable for 
a small number of cows or for use dur- 
ing the summer drought. 

In this style of silo the pits may be 
made of any required size and their 
number added to at will. The tle across 
the corners so increases the angle that 
{t offers but little more resistance to 
settling than b db betiy wall. 

Make a fouhdation wall coming up 


above the surface sufficiently so that

the ground may be graded to carry all 
water from rains and melting snow 
away from the building. On this foun- 
dation lay the first frame, which may 
be doubled if desired and secured by 
bolts set in the wall. At each corner of 
this frame and in the middle set up 
blocks 19 inches long and on these 
build the next frame, setting it exactly 
above the first. On this second frame 
set up other blocks upon which te build 
the third frame, making these blocks 
long enough to space these frames two 
feet from centers. Continue on in this 
way, adding frame above frame, in- 
creasing the distance between, until at 
the top they may be four feet or even 
more apart. These frames for pits not 
exceeding 14 feet on a side may be 
made of 2 by 8 inch stuff. Above 14 
feet use 2 by 10. Use spikes freely. 

When the third frame is in place, 
commence to stay lath and brace. If 
the outside {s to be covered with clap- 
boards, drop siding or ship lap, nail on 
one inch furring strips. This will leave 
a space for circulation.of »lr-from top 
to bottom In summer and prolong the 
life of the silo. Use building paper un- 
der the siding. 

Finish the Interior with two thick- 
nesses of boards, with best quality of 
tarred building paper between them. 
The first course of boards may be of 
cheap lumber and should be put on 
diagonally, each board constituting a 
The second lining should be 
free from sap and loose knots and 
made of narrow boards, We do not

SUBSTITUTE FOR THE SILO. 


How an Illinois Farmer Prepares 
Hiz Corn Fodder. 

It will be a ioug time before the silo 
becomes common among ordinary 
farmers, says J. A. Milne in The Breed- 
er’s Gazette. The large first cost, ex- 
tra force of men and great power re- 
quired to fill it and some uncertainty 
as to result are all arguments against 
{t, The small farmer is naturally con- 
servative and slow to adopt innova- 
tions, 

I have a plan, simple, practical and 
tested by the experience of several 
years, which, while I do not claim it is 
superior to the silo, will perhapa sec- 
ommend itself by those very qualities. 
The plan is this: Drill corn as thickly 
as possible in single rows 8 feet 2 
Inches apart, Cut it with a corn har- 
vester and set it up in large shocks, 
20 to 25 bundles in a shock. Stack if 
possible after Nov. 1. If it !s stacked 
earlier, it may heat. When needed, it 
is passed through a feed cutter run by 
horse power and handled by my own 
help. There are a great many nubbins 
on the stalks, and altogether this 
makes the best and cheapest feed I 
have yet found. This season my fod- 
der, part of it stacked in November 
and part of it drawn from the shock 
only last week, is in excellent condi- 
tion, and my 40 milk cows afe doing 
nicely with no other roughness. Any
